Republican 
tax proposal 
takes key 
step forward 
in Senate

The Republican effort to re- 
write the tax code surged for- 
ward Tuesday as a Senate panel 
approved the measure and sev- 
eral wavering lawmakers sig- 
naled they are leaning toward 
backing the bill. 

The Senate Budget Commit- 
tee voted 12-11 to send the $1.4 
trillion tax package to the Sen- 
ate floor for a vote later this 
week. That margin was in doubt 
up until the votes were cast 
because two Republicans — 
Sens. Bob Corker of Tennessee 
and Ron Johnson of Wisconsin 
— had threatened to oppose it. 

But Corker said he had 
reached an agreement with 
GOP leaders to add a mecha- 
nism that would limit the tax 
plan’s impact on the debt, and 
Johnson said he would vote to 
back the bill in the committee to 
keep the process moving. 

“I was able to work out some- 
thing that is fairly satisfying to 
me,” Corker said. 

His support for the bill now 
appears far more certain, while 
Johnson’s stance remains in

Tarrant Republicans 
urge Barton to drop 
re-election bid, retire

One day after a group of 
local Republicans met privately 
with U.S. Rep. Joe Barton about 
a nude photo of him that ended 
up online — and his political 
future — a number of Tarrant 
County Republicans are calling 
on the longtime congressman 
not to seek re-election. 


“Since Mr. 
Barton’s highly- 
publicized issues 
have come to 
light, I have 
talked to numer- 
ous Republican 
activists, leaders, 
voters and elect- 
ed officials about 
this situation — not a single one 
of them thinks he should run 
again,” said Tim O’Hare, who

heads the Tarrant County Re- 
publican Party. “I personally 
hope he learns from this and 
tries to be a better father and 
man.” 

Last week, the 68-year-old 
Barton issued an apology for 
the sexually explicit photo he 
took and texted to a woman he 
was in a consensual relation- 
ship with years ago. 

“... I, along with thousands of 
other Tarrant County Repub- 


licans, call on Mr. Barton to not 
seek re-election and to retire 
from Congress by the end of 
this year,” O’Hare said ina 
statement. “We are at a critical 
point in our nation’s history. 
“Tt is my hope Mr. Barton 
will place his constituents, 
Tarrant County Republicans 
and our nation above his per- 
sonal desires to make way for a 
candidate who better embodies 
our values and who will ensure 
Congressional District 6 re- 
mains in Republican hands.” 
Around 20 Republican lead- 
ers, mostly women, met with 
Barton at an Arlington home 
Monday night to share con- 
cerns about his potential re-

WALSH DEVELOPMENT 


On prairie in far west Fort Worth, 
‘city in itself’ begins to take shape

First residents already moving into massive 7,000-acre development

FORT WORTH 

Caroline Revard has the kind 
of privacy that can only be 
found in a vast, open prairie 
when she visits her new home 
under construction at Walsh. 

She is among the first resi- 
dents of the residential devel- 
opment, formerly known as 
Walsh Ranch, that developers 
say will eventually be home to 
50,000 people. Today the area 
features more than 7,000 acres 
of mostly undeveloped land 
along the western edge of Fort 
Worth. 

“I really like the drive com- 
ing out here,” said Revard, who 
plans to move into her home 
with her husband and three 
young daughters in February. 
“It just quiets my soul.” 

Her isolation won’t last long. 

“In 10 years this will be a city

in itself,” she said. 
Construction on the initial 
phase of homes began in April. 
Eight families have already 
moved into their homes, and

more than 60 other properties 
are under contract. Dozens of 
other lots have been cleared, 
and up to 120 families are ex- 
pected to call Walsh home by 


spring, said Bexie Nobles, 
Walsh spokeswoman. 

The neighborhood won’t 
reach 50,000 residents over- 
night. Full build-out of the area 
likely will take at least a couple 
of decades, Nobles said. 

But, as Fort Worth prepares 
for an influx of new residents — 
with today’s population of 
about 850,000 expected to 
swell to nearly 1.5 million by 
2040 — Walsh is expected to 
be a bell cow for neighbor- 
hoods wishing to lure upper- 
middle income and wealthy 
residents. 

The initial construction in- 
cludes 587 single-family lots, 
on hilly streets that were de- 
signed to preserve the rolling 
hill feel of the area, which is 
just northeast of the Interstate 
20/Interstate 30 merge, about 
a 15-minute drive west of 
downtown Fort Worth. 
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
